MER WHITEBEAD'S QUESTIONS,

house keepers for more than a yeur. In 
July last year, shortly after thoir arrival, 
they made three requests ; firat, for an ad- 
dition to tho lodging allowance which they 
had agread to accept. This was refused, 
Second, to bs allowed to repay certain ad- 
vanece, which they had received from the 
Crown agents, at the rate of 4/- to the dollar, 
To this they were not entitled but as an act 
of grace they were allove d it, Third, for a 
special and extra allowance in connection 
with the expenses attending their settling 
themselves in Hongkong. They were 
entitled to nothing in this reapect, but as 
an act of graco they wore granted 
porterage. Tho third question is; ‘Is 
thoro any connection ' between these 
complaints and the uneatisfactory oun- 
dition of the Gap Rock signalling 
arrangements? The answer ia: Thera 
are no complaints. The man havieg no- 
thing to do with the signalling arrange- 
ments (A laugh, by the Harbour Master) 
The fourth question is: ‘If any such 
complaints exiat will the Government direct 
the commission, eppointed by His Excol- 
loncy the Governor on 19th June last, to 
investigate and report on the working of 
the Gap Rock Lighthousa, the telexraphic 
communication therawith, de., also ta ine 
vestigate and report on theso complaints 7” 
The anawer is: Thero ara no complaints 
and jt is not intended to make aby refer- 
ence on the subjoot to tho Commision,

tices illegal, and to bring the posscasion, 
consumption and sdministeation of Mor- 
phine under regulation,’ 

Dr Ao. Ksi—I have much pleasure in 
seconding tho first reading of thie Bill, and 
in doing so I think I onght to make afew 
remarks, It is woll koown, I think, te 
overy Hon, Member in this Council, and 
I thick to avery person outaide of the 
Council, that opium smoking is pernicious 
enough in itself. Tt dos not require medi- 


-Jopium or any of its 


cial testimony or scientific investigation to 
show that. We can soe tha many exomplos 
of it around us every day, and if wo have 
our senacs open at all to external improssions 
we seo tho evil results everywhere, Opiam 
smoking is bad enough, but the eating of 
preparations, or the in- 
troduction of any of tho active ptivciples 
of opium, like morphine, by injection into 
the skin or otherwise, is worse, Taking 
opium by smoking only a small amount 
of the principles of the drug is absorbod 
into tho system and possibly the evil effect 
from that is very gradual and therefore 
slight. Bat by introduciog it into the ays- 
tem by tho mouth or by epidermic injec. 
tion; in afew months tho evil effects are 
very much oxaggerated. Now, in this Oo- 
lony from time to time there have been 
some quack medicines cold as being luxuries 
for the purposa of enabling opium amokora

Patient sound sleep, Wo avoid giving 
it where we can, and -when I wae 
a dresser in St. Thomas’ Hospital 
Thave had ss many ss twenty or thirty 
applications in one night for morphis. I 
was alwaya reluctant to give it ; and in many 
cages I injected puro water, and that so 
acted upun the patients, believing that they 
were receiving morphine, that they have 
actually gone to sleep, with the advantage 
that when they awoke they had nono of the 
aftor effects of morphiuo, If long continu 
ed, the injection of morphine, even in cases 
whore morphing is properly prescribed, 
always leaves in its train evil consequencea, 
and in eases whero it is not really required 
4 emall injection brings on omaciation 
and canstipation, the whole system gets 
blocked up, ond in time the patient 
pines away and his lifo is not worth 
many year’ purchase, For theso rea- 
sons I second the Bill. J hops the

On 
the 12th inst, the Machéng: district magis- 
trate sent a despatch to tho Goveruor, 
stating that it was necessary, 
arrive at the troth about the masstore, to 
hevo the eix employces of tha Mission, who 
were taking rofuge in the foreign conccs- 
sion, brought to Huangchow for examina- 
tios, The Governor in reply oommonded 
the Machéng magistrate for his carefulnees, 

inting ont’ that many ingogent natives 

d been excouted and otherwiee punished 
in connection with thee anti-forsign casts, 
which mistake he mast nol make—the 
original despatch’ snd roply ware posted at 
the yamén deor—and ordered the Taotai to 
communicate with the Consul to have the 
men produced, handed over, and forwarded 
to Husngchow. 

‘Tho- matter of course had to go before 
‘Coneni-General Book, who no ssoner received 
the despatch than, eager to sorve hie dear 
friend the Viceroy, he wired up ordering 
tho Mission to give the men up. Knowing 
by aad experience how roady, and with what 
energy, their Consnl scems to he to assist on 
the wrong side, this move of his was folly 
anticipated, and. the Bwedish Mission hod 
rade up ita mind to stand by the men who 
had ateod by them, ‘Thoy therofore Tespect- 
folly decline obeying orders ; and to their 
eternal ehame it would havo been if they 
had obsyed them, ‘They point out that 
while the Swedish-Norwegian treaty contains 
provisions for handing over to the na- 
tivo authorities any crtninals who may be 
in thoir charge, there are none for tho 
giving up of jnaocent, inoffensive mon, 
who are not even accused of any crime. 
Although these men are nominally wanted 
‘ag witnesses, the real design of the Chineso 

orities in getting hold of thom ix to 
puniah them for beiag narooiated with the 
missionsrics, and to show thot foreigners 
are now jperfectly poworless to protect 
natives who may offond by being in their 
rervios. Thoy have already punished 6 

% pumber of inxocent people, some 
of whom aro still in gaol for no other 
reason, nod at Husugohow these men would 
bo completely at their meres. Now what 
js to,ba the next more? if the Mission 
syon’t give them up some one ‘muat come and 
tako {hom by force. The Swedish Consul 
qhoso business this should be is in Shang- 
hai, and no other Consul is likely to take 
the job off hig hands; nor will the munioipal 
police interfere, It remains therefor for 
the Taotai to come and ssizo thom himeelf, 
and this we are assured he is fully prepared 
to do; and if he does there will be trouble.
